CM/3c John Mickle-burgh, the C£ cyclone, yesterday afternoon knoci 
ed the featherweight crown from the head of Private Donald Martin, of 
20th Company, by scoring a technical knockout in the second round. 
Mickleburgh, a Seattle, Washington, boy, who uncorked a new type of 
slugging, was fought on even terms in the first round.by Private 
Martin, who made a splendid showing, as the second round opened, Mart 
tired rapidly and Mickleburgh swung untiringly with both hands as 
Martin slowly crumpled into the ropes.
